Mr. Reed replied that the supreme court ot 
the United States had decided that the house 
might Imprison a member, which, of course, 
would deprive birr of his vote 
Mr. Springer suggested that no member had 


been brought to the bar of tho house, and there- 
fore the house had no official means of know- 
ing who the members were who had been ar. 
rested. 
Mr. Reed acknowledged that no member had 


been brought before tho house, but tlio ser- 
geant-at-nrms had I'cen ordered to arrest ab- 
sent mcml ers, and he could not neglect his 
fluty. A quorum of democrats had appeared 
since the issuance of the orders to nrrest. and 
It was presumable that this quorum was mado 
up of members under arrest and In contempt of 
the house.

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—Before the gaze of 


a vast throng last evening the beauti- 
ful peristyle of the World's Columbian 
exposition met a glorious end, and the 
magnificent column sank to ashes in a 
funeral pyre. With it went the Ca- 
sing and Music hall, flanking the geri- 
style at either end. Before the de- 
struction of the grand water entrance 
to the fair had been completed the 
great 
Manufactures building, con- 


taining 
82,000,000 
worth 
of 
ex- 


hibits, 
packed 
and 
ready 
for 


shipment, was on fire in a dozen 
places, while brave firemen with heroio 
energy were risking life and limb to 
stay the destruction. Fifty thousand 
people watched the desperate fight 
and cheered the efforts of the men 
who, on the roof 850 feet or more from 
the ground, were struggling to beat 
back the flames. It was a grand con- 
test and was waged for hours without 
aA apparent gain on. either side. The 
blaze played in the woodwork of tho 
roof, gradually eating through and 
dropping burning brands amidst the 
costly exhibits on the floor below. 


There were other detachments o: 


firemen stationed to extinguish the 
brands as they fell and inside the 
building fire engines were playing 
streams to soak the floors and make 
them less combustible. 


Among the exhibitors a semi-panic 


reigned, and frantio foreigners were 
using every effort to remove the goods 
to places of safety. 


The flre was carried by burning 


brands to the promenade around the 
roof of Manufactures and Liberal 
Arts building almost in the center, a 
little to the south of the clock tower, 
which formed a striking center-piecs 
in the great building. The plank walk 
of which the promenade was con- 
structed furnished 
material for a 


flre, which at midnight threatens to 
consume tne whole roof unless the fire- 
men are able to carry outv their plans. 


Chief Allerton, of the Manufacturers 


department, has ordered the fire chief 
to send a force of men to the roof and 
endeavor to cut out a section to the 
north as the flames are eating up the \ 
roof in that direction. The flames on 
the south of the clock tower are ex- 
tending downward more than to the 
south and the firemen will probably bo 
able to check them. 


There IB great danger to the half-de- 


molished pavilions, booths and places 
of costly exhibits belonging to Ger- 
many, France, Great Britain, Russia 
and other countries who exhibited in 
a cluster around the clock tower. 
Thers is an incessant shower of burn- 
ing timber from the rcof falling upon 
the Combustible material on the floor, 
and making the task of the firemen 
playing streams of water on the incipi- 
ent fires a most difficult one. 


The firemen have brought a lead of 


hose by means of a rope to the west 
side of the burning roof and have ap- 
parently stopped the flames from ex- 
tending any further on that side. The 
work of carrying another hose to the 
east side of the promenade roof is now 
In progress- bnt a.t present the flames 
are having it all their own way on 
that side, burning downward and to 
the north. 
Part of the lower section of the roof 


on the west side has caught fire, and 
there is not a sufficient force of men 
and engines present to extin guish it. 
The interior of the building is ob- 
scured by dense clouds of smoke, and 
a great black cloud can be seen as- 
cending from the structure for miles 
around. 


At 13:80 a. m. the fire, chief believes 


that none of the exhibits will be de- 
stroyed, and that much of the roof may 
be saved. The danger to the millions 
oi dollars' worth of property is height- 
ened by the inaccessibility of the place 
and the extreme risk to human life in- 
volved in ascending to the roof and 
fighting the conflagration from such a 
di«y altitude, enveloped in smoke and 
flying sparks. 


Chief Allerton has a dozen teams 


and a large fores of men removing the 
packed exhibits from the north end of 
the building. The Japanese have re- 
moved nearly all their property from 
the section to a place of safety. In the 
American 
section, near 
the clock 


tower, over which the roof is burning 
fiercely, are a few exhibits to be de- 
stroyed.
